Student Senate ignited a 22-day countdown 
Monday night. There are 20 days remaining. 

SKNATE took a much'needed, positive step 
toward a beginning to eliminate campus traffic 
problems, particularly the old Claflin Ro^d prob- 
lem. 

Senate requested Preiident J«nee A. McCain 
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to take ''emergency acttap, before Febc 1, lo 
aUeriate the traffic flow problem" behind Van 
Ztle and Boyd halls and in front of V^rd and 
West halls. 

FOK YEARS there has been a traffic prob- 
lem in the area. Since the rapid construction 
of dormitories north of the road, old Claflin has 
been a hazard. 

Formerly, when Claflin was a thoroughfare 
throi^h campus used by Manhattan residents, 
the hasard wu caused by coeds crossii^ the 
bugy road to reach (Masses. 

OLD CLAFtlX then was blocked at the west 
end. But now with more coeds living in the 
area — Boyd, Van Zile, Putnam and Ford halls — 
the problem has recurred. 

Traffic flow is almost at a standstill during 
acute times near coeds' closing 
hours. At times, traffic on Man- 
hattan Avenue— the only access 
to old Claflin is barked up in Editorial 
both directions from the inter- 
section. 

NEViCKAL SOLI T IONS could alleviate tlie 
old Claflin problem. Some could be expensive. 

Whatever solution the University adopts by 
the Feb. 1 deadline, should be incorporated into 
an over-all elimination of campus traffic prob-

China Features Reports War in Vietnam

HANOI. North Vietnam— The U.S. Air Force 
has lost more than 1,600 aircraft In North Viet- 
nam since it started bombing the northern part 
of this embattled Southeast Asian country on 
Aug. S, 1964, according to the latest figures re- 
leased by the High Command of the Vietnam 
People's Army. The 1,600th plane, a Thunddr- 
chief jet fighter, was brought down over the 
Nghe An Province on Oct. 14. , 

THIS TRIl'MPH, comments the Hanoi paper, 
People's Army, has shattered the illusions held 
by HM, war planners that their ''escalation" of 
the air war to North Vietnam could tores the 
Vietnamese people to their knees and compel 
them to cease their resistance to aggression. 
The rulers in Washington dreamed that their 
bombing of the north could save them from 
their dllemna In South Vietnam. In fact, It can 
only involve them In graver difficulties and a 
more dismal defeat, the paper adds. 

Most of the aircraft were brought down by 
ground fire coming from anti-aircraft batteries 



manned by the army- and ttom machine guns 
and rifles In ihe hands of mlUtla men and wo- 
men. 

WORKEKi^ (»X a farm in Quang Bihn 
Province bagged a low-flying F-105 jet fighter 
with only 10 rifle bullets. The armed forces and 
people In the VInh Llhn area shot down a raid- 
ing plane on Sept. 10. They then laid an "am- 
bush* 'for the helicopters sent by the V.S. Air 
Force to pick up the pilots. Two helicopters 
crashed after being hit by concentrated fire 
before they reached the pilots. 

Hundreds of American pilots have either 
.been captured or killed. The deposition oC some 
of the captured pilots have been released to the 
press. 

LT. K. K. Ratzlaff. who took off from the 
aircraft carrier Enterprise and was downed on 
March 21, 1906, wifili: "It was an unjust war 
made by my government Many bomb! have 
been dropped which in many ways has only in- 
creased the determination and hatred" of the 
Vietnamese people. Lt. Col. Robinson Risner 
said that the Vietnamese ground defense had 
"gained the admiration of American fighter 
pilots, by your grim tenacity, standing hy your 
guns In the face of cannons, rockets and bombs, 
to return the fire of. the attacking airplanes." 



Capt. Charles Boyd, who took off from the 
Korat^rbase, Thailand, wrote: "As I was ap- 
proaching the target ... I was met by heavy 
ground fire. My evasive action to ain>ld being 

hit was unsuccessful. My plane was disabled 

and Instantly plummeted toward the earth. I 

bailed out, and as my parachute approached the 
ground I was met by a crowd of people run- 
ning toward me with arms. I surrendered im- 
mediately." 

FCfPUIiATEB CENTEBSt schools, river dykes 
and other civilian installations have been in- 
discriminately bombed. This gives the lie to 

the Pentagon's claim that the raids are restricted 
to military targets. According to the Ministry 
of Water Conservancy, no less than 69 bombing 
raids were made on the dykes in the most 
populous regions last July. 

Minister of Bdueation Nguyen Van Huyen 
announced on Oct 28, that 80 pupils and a 

teacher lost their lives when aircraft raided 
the Thuy Dan Junior High School in Thai Binh 
Province recently. "This is the 296th school of 
the Democratic Republic of Vietnam destroyed 
by VM, bombing since Aug. 6, 1964." This con- 
stitutes an insolent challenge to the whole of 
progressive mankind, he added.

Tliey ctin 
not be specific because they are not given names 
of prospective customers through any dean's 
office on campus. 

Salesmen who use such tactics should be re- 
ported and investigated' Manhattan has -Qrdi- 
nancea ooTerlng door-toHfoor sfeHlBg. Akf ^^&ssA 
salesman must have a license. 

IF AFPBOACHE0 by a questionable sales- 
man, particularly one who uses high-pressure 
tactics or offers bargains termed "too good to 
misB," a person should ask to see the license 
issued by the city.

Incidents of improper business practices must 
be reported to the police if the laws are to be 
enforced. The city has the means of protecting 
the people from unrealiable salesmen, but they 
eaa do nothing if such incidents are not re-

Fifteen Years Ago 



Gag Photo Stirs RP Staff 



In 1952, James Divilbliss, a senior in elec- 
trical engineering, created a furor in the Royal 
Purple office when it was learned that he wanted 
an unusual picture printed in the yearbook. 

Divilbliss appeared at the photographer's of- 
fice wearing a wig, stiff collar and glasses, giv- 
ing the impression of a student of 30 years ear- 
lier. He hinted that he would sue the Hoard of 
Student i^ublications if his picture was not 
printed. 

Word of the incident spread and the Royal 
Purple received an "earthquake award" from 
the University of Southern California Wampus 
Magazine. The award was for ''actions reaction- 
ary, prosic and un-American." 

No legal action resulted, although both par- 
ties contacted legal authorities. In the 1962 sen- 
ior section of the Royal Purple there was no pic- 
ture of Divilbliss, with or without his wig. 

Ho Phones for Coeds 

Big news in 19S2 was the completion of 
Northwest hall for coeds. The dorm is now 
known as Boyd hall. 

To add to the usual problems of moving into 
a new dormitory the hall did not have telephone 
service. 209 freshman coeds and no convenient 
way to contact them. ^ 

The telephone service was connected soon 
after the eoeia movad in. 

Compiaint on Recruiting 

Basketball was big news in 1952. Both games 
(K-State was leading the Big 7) and recruiting 
were receiving notice. 

On recruiting, K-State was accused of 
illegally recntitlng two players from Omaha, 
Neb. 



As reported in an Omaha newspaper, the Uni- 
versity of Nebraska charged K-State with vio- 
lating "a new Big Seven rule which prohibits 
'personal' solicitation of athletes off the campus 
by members of the athletic staff or representa- 
tives of the athletic staff." 

The rule-breaking incident said to be a vio- 
lation in letter and not in spirit and was hailed 
as a first test for Big Seven regulations. 

English Pro Catches 144 

The English Pro exam for 1952 turned out to 
be a disappointment for 144 K-Steters. More 
than 700 studente took the required estam and 
18.7 failed to complete the exam to the satisfac- 
tion of the CJonununicatlons Skills committee. 

'Modern' Union Progresses 

Working plans for the Union building were 
approved early in 1952 by the Kansas Board of 
Regents. 

The Union consultant said the building was 
drawn ''somewhat large for immediate, present 
needs in these days of reduced enrollment But 
for future expectations of enrollment and needs 

it is not too large, but rather, moderate and nor- 
mal in comparison to the planning of Unions 
on comparable campuses." 

Some alumni expressed the feeling that the 
proposed Union was almost too modem.

When widely Icnown and ro> 
q»ected physicist WUllame eame 
to K>State, he made the atlpn- 
latlon that he be allowed to 
teach an undergraduate course 
In beginning phynies. 

"I ENJOY IT very much." he 
said of bis course in engineering 
physics. 

Besidei the time he spends in 
elass, Williams worlts on several 
research projects. In addition to 
his own work in spectroscopy, 
he is eollatontting with graduate 
Ptudents and other members of 
the physics faculty on their 
projeeta. 

Well known for his work in 
spectroscopy, Williams is pres- 
ently doing research in the Infra- 
red light region and looking Into 
the effect of light attsorption by 
gas moleculM produced in the 
atmosphere of the earth and 
other planatt. 

MiVraiAl Omiai projects 
^he it connected with also involve 
'^gaees. He is collaborating with 

Charles Hathaway, assistant pro- 
fessor of physics, on one project. 
One of hie graduate students. 
An Ti Chai. PHY Gr, is doing 
a project on collisions between 
polar and non-polar gases. Gary 
Hoover, graduate resident as- 
sistant, is working with Williams 
in research concerning absorp- 
tion of gases at low tempera- 
tures. 

Another of Williams' projects 
is the study of the structure of 
water which he said "has some 
very interesting aspects. It acts 
like a solid In many Instances." 

During the first part of World 
War II. WUliama worked at the 
Maaiuhnwtti Instttnte of Tech- 
nology on microwave radar. Thia 
type of radar, he said, "mvod 
Britain and made the Nwrnaadr 
Inraslon possible." 

AVTER THIS project was 
completed, Williams "disap- 
peared for two years," as he put 
ft, to do top secret work on the 
atom bomb at the Los Alamos 
laboratory in New Mexico. His 
work thera iarolTea two ]oha.

Society of America and is a 
member of the American As- 
sociation of Phyiles Toachera. 

Self-trained architect Henry 
Wright became a Recmts' Dis- 
ttngnlshed Profesor In 19SB. A 
pioneer in the fields of solar 
and radiant beating, he has de- 
voted himself to writing and 
teaching, especially In the field 
of environmental technology. 

Wright is presently neartng 
the completion of one of his 
projects— « dome-shaped special 
purpose eiaasroom called a hoH- 
don. 

A series of B4 spoil igbts lo- 
cated in the room's semi-spher- 
ical ceiling represent the sun's 
position at different times of 
the day and different seasons of 
the year. By placing models of 
the building designs in the 
center of the room, architecture 
students can observe the effects 
of sunlight on the buildings. 

WRIGHT SAID he started 
planning the heUdon two years 
ago although the actual con- 
struction only began recently.

in 1959 he served as guest-editor 
of a special issue of Progressive 
Architecture devoted to lighting. 

His teaching aslgnments have 
included Pratt Institute In 
Brooklyn, N.Y.. Yale University. 
Columbia University and North 
Carolina Stato.

His novel aold nearly three 
times as many copies as the 
average first novel sells, boosted 
by an award (first place honor- 
able mention) from the Friends 
of American Writers. Even so, 
tbe royalties wt^re poor pay for 
the years of work involved. La- 
man said. 

NOW LAlklAN Is writing a 
noTOl of youth AUring the de- 
pression years. It is half-fin- 
ished and "much shorter" than 
his first novel. He took a leave 
of absence from the UnlverBity 
last year to work on his novel. 

He alao haa in planning a col- 
lege novel which he says some- 
times "gets in the way of the 
other novel." 

RAISED OK A farm in Cloud 
County, Laihan waa graduated 
from K-State in 19 32 in Eng- 
lish. He worked bis way 
through Iowa Vnlveralty for a 
master's degree during the de- 
pression and rode freight trains 
and bummed for 18 months be- 
cause there were no jobs. 

Laman met his wife, Jane, 
when she was a student in his 
class.

Hut her instructors eaeoar* 
aged her and she tlnslly sent It 
to the AtlMMtie Premi, the 14 th 
publisher, where it was pub- 
lished and awarded a prize. 

LAM.^N (»FFKKH this advice 
to potential wrttors: be willing 



to face a long atttvntton period 
of apprentieeahi^ He said in 
1955 there were fewer than 300 
people in the United Sfatea mak- 
ing their itrini potiiyMpr. Wllt;^ 
ing fiction. 

Laman added thira is a de> 
mand for "really good creative 
critics who can write a good 
discerning review." 

A critic must he able to find 
a ereattve manusoript among all 
the slush and tiely tt» aUtlwr 
with Its faults. 

LAMAN emphasizes In writ- 
ing the establishment of the 
theme early In tbe story and 
tbe importance of writing in 
scenes rather than narrative 
summary. Over and over he re- 
peats tbe slogan: "Show ns, 
don't just tell us.

outlined work he would like 
to see accomplished in the

Docking told the 126 rep- 
resentatives and 40 senators 
that be woald submit the budget 
message within three weeks of 
the opening session. Docking 
■ald^tha hndKot would be heaed 
on certain changes in the revenue 
and interest structure of the 
state, which he hoped would be 
treated aa a package to balance 
the budget. 

"1 RRCXIMMKNH the KauMS 
Income tax rate* should be re- 
duced from two and one-ltalf 

per cent to two per cent oaiUllMt 
first 12,000 of taxable Incoine," 
Docking said. He explained 

such a reduction would result in 
au "income tax reduction — in 
dollars — for oTery Kansas tax- 
payer." 

Docking also recommended the 

legislature restore the optional 
tax payment dates for paying the 
IneoMe tax In two Installmenta. 

.%XOTHKR I'.^UT of Dock- 
ing's finance package would 
concern the Interest rate on In- 
aetiTO funds. Docking said tmch 
fttuds should continue to be un- 
der control of the legislature, 
"I am neaiiershly opiotfd^ an 
independent inveatment bosrd of 
political appointees empowered 
to set interest rates on public 
funds," the governor mid. 

"The feo system phired upon 
the use of our state paittH dur- 
ing the last four years hits driven 
many tourists and Kansans 
from our parks in dlsqust with 
a summons to api>ear iti court." 
Docking told the legislators. He 
suggestad doing away with the 
nte fee for state parks because 
"the revenue from this fee is 
insufficient to be other than a 
nuisance to park users."

A professional,, all-volunteer army can be 
operated with leil ti»tal cost than the present 

mixture of conscripts and professional men now 
maintained, according to Milton Friedman, a 
University of Chicago economics professor. 

PRESENTING THE case for an all-volunteer 
army were Friedman, Walter Oi, University of 
Washington economics professor, and Bruce 
Chapman, author of a book on the draft which 
will be published soon. 

Army and Defense Department representa- 
tives differed sharply on the cost of a profes- 
sional army. The Army and Defense represen- 
tatives said that the proposal would be far more 
costly and less likely to meet the manpower 
needs of tbe military than estimated by the ad- 
vocates. 

Chapman advocates the replacement of con- 
scription with a voluntary system on the as- 
sumption "compulsion is antithetical to a free 
society." 

AHOTHER POINT for a volunteer system is 
that a young man should be free to decide how 
and where he "shall spend seveiml of the most 
important years of his life," in Friedman's esti- 
mation. 

Increased salaries and other benefits would 
Induce young men to consider the volunteer 
ft>rce along with civilian opportunities while 
making the decision on a career. To attract 
dedicated young men, the service would neces- 
sarily have to be surrounded with more status 
and community approval. 

COST ESTDIATSS varied from $6 to |8 bil- 
lion by Oi to |17 billion by the Defense Depart- 
ment. However, both Oi and the 
Defense representative empha- 
sized that no precise estimate 
could be made.

In the present draft, elimination 
of the problem of abundant manpower that is 
not utilized effectively, an end to the anxiety

at the time). 

FURTHERMORE, that voluntary service 
would raise morale because men would be work- 
ing by choice and servicemen would enjoy 
greater regard in the eye of the public, were 
other advantages set forth. 

Col. Samuel Hays, director of the U.S. Mili- 
tary Academy Office of Military Leadership and 
Psychology, said, "In many ways, I would like 
to see a voluntary system where men would want 
to volunteer. But, it Is doubtful that it w'ill hap- 
pen. Military motivation Is usually developed 
in the service. Pay raises would affect all of us. 
Don't think that pay motivates the soldier." 

"PAY ALONE will not attract a man as a 
soldier, but there should not be any regret to 
raise the pay. However, some people are afraid 
if we abolish the draft that we will get volun- 
teers. Some people secretly like the idea of 
compulsion," Chapman said. 

Dr. Margaret Mead, anthropologist, said, 
"blame the social scientists who don't do all 
they can. You have to have social scientists in- 
side government that know as much as those 
outside." 

"IF WE CANNOT get men to fight our wars 
voluntarily, then we should re-examine why the 
war is being fought," John Mitrisin, Institute 
for Policy Stupes, Washington, D.C., said. 

Various d»]%ates brought up the question: 
Is there any connection between the compulsory 
school attendance and the compulsory dn^? 
However, the issue was brushed aside by« con- 
ferees as irrelevant to the current issue. 

Sen. Maurine Neuberger, (D-Ore.), asked the 
proponents of the volunteer system if once a 
man volunteered, could the volunteer leave the 
service later? Or, in a sense, is he conscripted 
after volunteering, she asked. 

HISTORICALLY, rHE invention of such vol- 
unteer forces has come from within the officer 
corps, which is primarily dominated by profes- 
sionals already, Friedman commented. "The es- 
sential thing is to keep the officer corps In 
touch with the population." he said. His sug- 
gestion was limiting the terms of service as a 
means by which the regular movement of pro- 
fessional soldiers back to civilian life could be 
insured. Broad-based recruiting from geograph- 



ic, social and economic areas also would help 
avoid the formation of an officer cai^, accord- 
ing to Friedman. 

An official of the Office of the Assistant 
Secretary of Defense-Manpower said. "It is a 
question of feasibility, not desirability." 

AN ESTUCATED one-third of the draft age 
men will be required for service, accoiding to 
students of future military needs. Officials are 
skeptical that such a high percentage could be 
persuaded to volunteer. In periods of high un- 
employment, it might l>e possible, but when the 
civilian labor market offers opportunities like 
today's, the volunteer system would likely suf- 
fer. 

In a summary. Rep. Robert Kastennieier, (D- 
Wis,), said that the over-all trend of discussion 
Is in favor of a voluntary system with a pay 
raise -and when it is feasible. He said, "The 
President and Congress should make a resolu-, 
tlon to the American people that the goal of a 
volunteer service will be worked toward." 

REP. DONALD Rumsford, (R-Ill.), surmised, 
"The present system is based on compulsion. 
The conference believes, for compulsion to be 
acceptable, it must see the need." 

The 90th Congress should form a joint com- 
mittee on the feasibility of a voluntary system 
to fill the information gaps. li the voluntary 
system is feasible, but will take some years to 
achieve, Congress should supply a transitional 
system." Rumsford said.

The satirical review has gained fashion in 
recent years with the success of Beyond the 
BYinge--both in England and on Broadway — 
and The Second City. The format is simple, the 
targets predictable, and a skillful group of co- 
medians can provide a hilarious evening's en- 
tertainment for a reasonably sophisticated audi- 
ence. 

THB££ ¥£ABS AGO, K-State audiences de- 
lighted in a local review called 
«*AU in a Polyetbelene Bag." 
Directed and largely i^tten by 
a Pulbright graduate student rovi#W 
from England, Chris Bigsby, the 
show took off on everything from 
Southern senators to the Queen of England with 
Qoldwater, Johnson and the AMA. thrown in for 
good measure. 

A HBW eBOUPy under the direction of the 

one holdover from the earlier performance. 
David Sadkin, BNG Or, is currently offering an 
updated and augmented version of the original 
Polyetbelene Bag. Comparisons are, no doubt, 
odious, especially since more of the aodienoe 

was not here In 1964 to ^ the earUer Tenlon.

Snftlcient to uy that much of the material 
was repeated, with some new wrinkles, and some 
very good numbers have been added. Those who 
recall 1964 will miss the live combo and the 
polyetbelene wrapping; otherwise, they will 
find the show offers the same malicious satts^ 
ftetion now that it did three years ago. 

THE TABaSTS hit by the new group In- 
clude a wider range — from the "vice president 
in charge of football stadiums" to the British 
museum, but all are treated with equal irrever- 
ence. 

The best skit remains, I think, the Common 
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Market Matins, but others no doubt wfll find 
"The Song of the LBJ Army" or a hilarious bit 
on reporting the Vietnam war more to their 
liking. 

THE CAST certainly Is competent and oo 
casionally more than that. ' Becky Bldai» BINO 
Gr, is "simply charmln* you all** as die dellTers 
Lurleen's inaugural address with as fine a South- 
ern drawl as I have heard on stage. 

David Sadkin is a real show stopper as a 
Shakespearean actor and his songs usually were 
on target Frank Naecantn's running gag on 
LB J*s futile attempts to get through a persistent 
Bell operator on the hot line (What is the srea 
code for Moscow, please?) is a winner. 

THE SHOW also has some weaknesses. It 
is too long by nearly half an hour, in part be- 
cause of two or tihree longlsh skits and in part 
because the pace is not kept up. 

There are several gags that are lost In pooir 
timing, slow lighting cues and the failings of 
taped music. And there may be too much ma- 
terial on Vietnam. 

But faults aside, the show Is a real laugh 
getter; the audience broke up over a»d over 
again at the wit and the entliualastic fkfoe.

HB BAin the operation could 
ecMBpare somewhat to that of a 
prtTate ito ck maa. "Wo buy and 
sell llvettoek and are free to ok* 
pand within our budget, but un- 
like the private buslnasiman, we 
are not allowed to operate at a 
deficit," he said. 

Tbough the department 
slaughters livestock la meats 
olasaee, Don Oood. profesior and 
bead of animal husbandry, said 
tbe meat is usually not sold to 
K'State dorms or to the Union. 
It anudly la aoM in meat sales 
to anyone Interested. Good said 
moat sales were not big profit 
Items and in many cases only 
met Mpenaea of tbe meats 
itaaaeei 

He said, however, the meat 
sales provided valuable retailing 
and marfcotinf OKperlenee to atn- 
dents. 

A MAJOR expense Item to the 
animal buttbandry department is 
teed. Oood said the department 
bnya as mneh feed m possible 
from other K-State departments 
such as grain science and 



Another major item of ex- 
pense to the department is vet- 
erinary services. Such service is 
provided by K-State's College of 
Veterinary Medletne. 

Cox said areas of cooperation 
exist between the college and 
Um department, bat overall vet- 
erinary services are paid for Just 
as a stockman pays for a veter- 
inary 's call. 

K-BTATE*» DAIRY depart- 
ment provides almost ail dairy 
products tor the Union and the 
food centers, aeordlng to Charles 
Norton, bead of the department. 

"Our role Is teaching and re- 
search," he aald, "and to do thia 
we have fSMtlltleB for all pkaaoi 
of processing. It would be ex- 
pensive Instruction if we didn't 
keep our procMsing plant in use 
all the time, and we feel we 
akonld aae tbe plant as economl- 
eally as possible." 

He aald bis department tries 
to foUow tba wboloaale ptlee of 
Items in selling them to Univer- 
sity institutions, and tbe retail 
price in selltaf ttau tkrmi^ tko 
Dairy Bar.

Like the animal husbandry de- 
partment, dairy science obtains 
veterinary services for a fee from 
K-State'a college. Norton said 
the department cooperates with 
the college on some research 
projects and that he thinks dairy 
selenee la able to provide vala- 
abie expertoaee to veterinary etv- 
dents.

some financial appropriations it 
must operate to pay for medi- 
cations, drags, feeds and Madeat 
help. 

Horticulture is anotker de- 
partment that often sells prod- 
ucts. Like animal husbandry, 
it does not sell to the dorms 
or Union, but according to 
Ronald Campbell, bead of the 
department, it sometimes sells 
to K-State's home management 
houses. Tbe bulk of salea are 
made to stndenta aad other per* 
sons. 

"It la not our business to sail 
retaU, ' Campbell said, "but it 
would be waatefnl if we did not 

do so."

Some 600 have applied for deferment tests, 
according to the local draft board. After Thurs- 
day's news about exams required despite scholar- 
ship rankings, an even greater rush la antici- 
pated. 

BESERVE UNITS and advanced ROTO class- 
es have barely existed for years. But now that 
students know they can obtain deferment by 
practicing soldier (or sailor), the ranks are over- 
flowing. 

Speaking at the University of Kansas. Presi- 
dent James A. McCain said the moral integrity 
of the schools of higher education and their stu- 
dents is being questioned as a result of the 
scholastic and aptitude deferment proposals of 
the government. 

ABE STUDENTS morally wrong when they 
seek deferment? Why lure so many of us seek- 
ing ways to avoid the draft? Are we a generation 
of sptoeless jellytlsh? 

No! In spite of the criticism, those are not 
ttas. mmmn ptm iiik. defennsat now. it real 



danger develops, you would see the long lines 
at recruiting stations, fraternities and organized 
houses deserted, a campus practically devoid of 
men who volunteered to aid their country. 

KEK IN COIXEQE did that In December. 
1941. when Pearl Iterbor developed. They would 
do it again now. 

But at the present time, our government is 
indecisive. Cross currents cloud the issues. Mac- 
Arthur VB. Truman points this up — a head-on 
ooUlaton of two polldes. Quite likely a compro- 
mise will result. But until the cross currents 
are erased there will be confusion. 

SECOND, THERE are better jobs within the 
armed services for better trained men. Certainly 
anyone will go to school as long as he can if 
it means better pay, better quarters and perhaps 
a rank when he Is Inducted. 

Third, students have been repeatedly told 
that this would be a long, drawn-out attair. 
EMucation of the nation's scientists and other 
leaders should not break down with a mass 
exodus, they tell us. The education system must 
continue for the good of the country over a 
long-nnge plan. 

NOBODY WANTS to go Into the services to 
fight unless he knows what he's fighting for, 
who he is going to fight and what the ultimate 
goal will be. Until that common enemy is clear- 
ly defined, college students will continue to seek 
delwment 

Who wants to be cast adrift la the sea of 
natioaal confusion that exists today.

I called the telephone number I 
had been given for my Swedish 
family and was told to take a taxie 
to a ipaeined addreas. This I did, 
altlKnigh I bad no idea of where I 
waa going. I began to worry as 
the amount of kroner (Swedish 
currency) climbed, the taxi driver 
stopped and a short, pleasant man 
walked across the atreet, hand ox- 
tended, aaylng **Velooitte to Sreden, 
<||relooni« to S^aden.*' Ho i»aid tho 
taxi fare and helped me with my 
luggage into his store. 

AMM AliD£AS80li was an 



antique book and map dealer and 
sold his books all over the world, 
including some to the UniTeraity 
of Kuitaa, He referred to bis 
books as hia allent frienda. 

As one of the most enjoyable 
weeka of my life began, any ap- 
prehension I had quickly melted 
away. I went with Mr. Ander- 
sson and his son Stephan to their 
home, one of three on a small 
island away from the center of the 
dty. (Stockholm itself la oom- 
poaad of many iaianda.) They bad 
no car and had to get from the 
mainland to the island In a small 
dingy. 

THEIR HOME was a small gin- 
ger-bread like cottage, 260 years 



old. They had no electricity, no 
hot running water and no toilet 
facilities, but those luxuries didn't 
seem necessary. They were, If I 
use the word, a homey, happy, 
high-class family who simply en- 
joyed the simple things of life. 

Mr. Andersaoa and his two sons, 
Stephan and Fred, spoke Bngllah 
rehttively w^l. and Mrs. Andersaon. 
seemed delighted trying to add 
words to her very limited E^il^sli 
▼ocabulary. 

My days in Stockholm were com- 
prised of a variety of activities, 
from sight-seeing to fishing to 
sailing. Probably the most enjoy- 
able were the relaxing erenings. 



After a delietout dinner we would 
play badminton or m^rbe go flih- 
ing. We would return to the oot^ 
tage about 10 p.m. where hoi cof- 
fee and pastries waited. 

We would sit around the table 
lit by a big, globe kerosene lamp 
aufl talk. These are the times that 
seem most vivid — the times when 
I really learned something about 
Sweden and the Anderisons learned 
something about America. 

THEY HAD A OREAT deal of 
respect for our country and es- 
pecially for John F. Kennedy. On 
one occasion, after I bad just filled 
my lighter. I lit their cigarettea and 
the flame was usually high. Tbey

A FIRK, apparently ignited In 
an attempt to divert guards from 
the trouble, partially destroyed 
a classroom building some dis- 
tance from the main yard. 

The disturbance began Port- 
ly after the noon meal and 
order waa not restored until the 
last prieoner was baek im his 
cell at midnight. 

"MOST OP tkem probably 
will remain confined todajr." 
said aasoefate warden James 
Park. "We'll give them a chance 
to cool off. It's no esMer to 
solve a racial problem Inatde a 
prison than ontslde." 

The trouble actually began 
Saturday. Officials said a 
"hardcore group of prisoners, 
hoodlums and some Black Mus- 
lims" made a futile attempt to 
stage a general strike beeattM a 
half doten Inmates were re- 
moved from their Jobs In a 
kitchen. 

ONE WHIVE prisoner was 
stabbed to death in the fog- 
shrouded main yard Monday and 
another was seriously slashed, 
as strike efforts eontlntted at the 
4,000-lnmate state penitentiary 
on the northern shores of San 
Fraaetseo Bay. 

When -M^'appeal by warden 
Wilson fialleid to ease the mount- 
ing tensions, he ordered guards 
to fire shots over the beads of 
the milling prisoners.

"THAT THE ADAIIMNTKATKKN be strongly 
unced to* communicate at an early date with the 
Faculty Senate relative to plans and proeedures 

in major policy matters In order to prevent 
future misunderstandings and to enable the Sen- 
ate to assist in the dissemination of accurate in- 
formation." 

The motion was tabled. 

This motion also should be made by Student 
Senate. It is of paramount importance that stu- 
dents, as well as faculty, he informed at an early 

date relative to plans and procedures In major 
policy matters concerning athletics.

With America's present trend toward the In- 
creasing use of the automobile, K-State might 
SCKon become a large student drive-in. 

The automobile has become a symbol of high 
living and a headache clogging bighwayt, and 
eampiu dttvm and In general* has made tbe 
whole campus a danger lone to both driTera and 
pedestrians. 

An estimated 70 million cars now are in oper- 
ation on U.S. streets and highways. The car 
population is increasing at a rate of about 2.75 
million a year. 

More than ono-fifUi of tiie nation's 48 mU- 
Uon famlUoB own more than one car. and many 
of these second can go to college with their 
student owners. 

With enrollment increasing hy abnoat 1,000 
per year, the automobile population at K-State 
is soaring much higher than the nnmhw of park- 
ing spaces available. In 1961-62 the total num- 
ber of parking permits issued was 4,589. Since 
then, the total number of permits issued to date 
this year is 5,820. 
jr Of this number, staff permits ha^e increased 
by about 70 each year, faculty by 80 and stndmiti 
by 100. 9 



Qmhmmdmd Campus Abftaii 

By 1971-72 Unlmaity oCtlciala baire predleted 

that there will be a total of 8,000 permits issued : 
2,100 staff, 1,850 faculty and 4,050 student. 
Further research puts the total number of per- 
mits in 1976-77 at 9.800. 

The ]M>lem is that there wtU not be enoni^ 
PftfMng space on campus to acoomniodate this 
.large number of cars. 

The only students not now eligible for park- 
ing permits are freshmen and students living in 
residence halls. Any other car owner with $3 
can obtain a permit for his car. 

FauliNelson, campus polloe chief, reports 
tbat tlie#e is a total of 4,347 paiUng spaces on 
campus. This includes loading sones, restricted 
parking areas and parking lots for staff, faculty 
and students. 

The largest of the parking lots is west of 
West StidiuBi which has a eapaeity of 1,08S cars. 
Kelson iidiied tbat there Is no duuie for 
red or pnMlc parking spaces on campus. 
This can he compared to UCLA where student 
parking permits cost $72 a year or $6 a month. 
Also, the University of Iowa has a parking fee 
of more tlian $50 a year. 

Last May 18, tlie Traffic Control Board 
passed a motion to raise piu-klng fees fMm |3 to 
110. Jacob Smalts, chairman of the TCB, said 
' tto proposal has been passed from President Mc- 
Cain to the K-State business manager, and from 
him to the Faculty Affairs committee of Faculty 
Senate. 

Tbe reason stated in the motion for raising 
student t^trW^g fees was **lor maintenance, fi- 
nance^ construction and iifssitloa of traffic and 
parking control." 

But, there is no mention of providing ad- 
ditional parking spaces. If the motion were ap- 
^ proved bar tbe Board of Begents, as it most be- 
fore going into effect, tt would piKorlde nicer 
pnrUng lieiUtles for those abeadf paikiag on 



The higher parking fee is more realistic In 
view of the expenses, Rudolph Gingrich, head of 
the physical plant, said. The increase would 
make K-(Kate fees tbe same as those at the vm- 
verslty of Kansas, he said. The present fees 
did not allow TCB to meet the cost of maintain- 
ing parking facilities and the board had to bor- 
row money to meet the previous year's bill, he 
said. 

Members of the TCB and a group of other 
campus officials are now conducting a mirvey 
on the cost to light and pave the parking lots on 
the campus. The results of this survey could in- 
fluence the amount of Increase in parking fees, 
Smaltz said. 

Coff t High for fmpranmd Parking 

Nelson said that according to bis sources, 
lighting of the parking lots on campus would 
cost ^ut $100,000. It they were also paved 
the figure would be as high as $500,000. 

C. Clyde Jones, vice president for University 
development, recently expressed concern over 
the traffic problem on campus. He has gathered 
a group of qualified peraons in the traffic field 
to explore ways the traffic problem might be 
solved. One new area his group will explore Is 
tbe possibility of banning student driving on 
campus between the hoi^ of 7:30 a.m. and 5:30 
pjn. 

In an attempt to eliminate some of the park- 
ing problems on campus TCB voted to estahtidi 
: a policy to provide^ central storage lot tor state 
and federal vehicles this fhll. 

Controversy over the central parking lot 
mainly concerned tbe Inconvenience for certain 
departments. For Instance, it was noted that 
a parking lot near the geology department would 
be across campus from the dairy science depart- 
ment. 

But the board's lack of authority and finan- 
cial support has left the storage lot proposal 
only In the planning stages, where many of their 
proposals stop. 

A proposal recently was recommended to the 
president of Iowa State University for an inter- 
campus IwB system. The proposal pro^des for 
service to faculty, non-academic employes and 
students in an effort to alleviate the problem of 
traffic congestion on campus. 

The suggested service includes busses to cen- 
tral campus, dormitories^ sorority and fretemity 
areas, women's residence halls and men's resi- 
dence halls. 

Sfudwf Car Sons lneraa$lng 

An increasing number of universities 
throughout the nation have found it necessary 
to ban student cars while offering limited central 
eam^is^uklng privU^es as fringe benefits to 
attract and hold faculty and staff. 

President of the University of California. 
Clark Kerr, once listed "parking for the faculty" 
among his three main headaches. The symptoms 
appear equally painful whether the university 
and its host dty are large or small. 

The University of Missouri already has taken 
steps to alleviate the transportation problems. 
The university has allowed off-campus commut- 
ers to park in the parking lots near tbe center 
of campus. Transportation from other points Is

On Feb. 8, 1966 Student Senate was told ttiat 
the Faculty Affairs committee of Faculty Senate 
recommended to TCB that stndints "not be al- 
lowed to park on campus." 

The recommendation would have limited on 
campus parking to faculty, staff, commuters and 
physically handicapped students. 

The parking proposal is a method of reliev- 
ing a serious and growing problem, according 
to Kenneth Burkhard. ehalrmaii of the Faculty 
4tfalrs committee. '*The Faculty Affairs com- 
mittee recognised the problem and decided 
something should be done," Burkhard said. 
"Some Institutions the size of K-State don't al- 
low student parking," he said. 

''Faculty Affairs committee, representing the 
faculty's interest, decided to make this proposal 
to alleviate a growing problem, which Is the 
product of a growing University," he said. 

He stressed that the proposal, if passed, 
would result in no drastic alteration of the 
present parking system. Students still would 
be able to park In the West Stadium and Gall 
hall parking lots," he said. 

The recommendation would also have re- 
stricted paridng between 7 a.m. and 8:80 p.m. 




tile parking-ban deserves serious considera- 
tion but it Is not foolproof. Nelson said. All 
students within an approximate one mile radius 
of Anderson hall would not be allowed to park 
on campus. Apartment owners Just inside the 
one mile radius would suffer as their residents 
wouldn't be able to park on campus while the 
residents across the street would be able to ob- 
tain parking permits. 

' Perimeter parking isn't the only solution be- 
ing considered by TCB. Nelson mentioned two 
proposals that might be considered; 1) a zoning 
proposal which would limit faculty and staff to 
assigned lots, 2) a large off-campus parking lot 
with guaranteed parking and bus service to and 
from campus. 

Still another solution to the parking problem 
might be a computer parking system studied by 
the board last spring. The system wonid assign 
one parking space for each faculty and sUff 
member. 

However, under this system students would 
be allowed only to park In the remaining spaces. 
In the West Stadium parking lot, the lot east of 
Weber ball, the lot across from Call hall and 
the n^ lot In the southeast comer of campus. 

However, ultimately, It will be the approval 
of the Board of Regents that finally ends the 
parking and traffic problem at K-State. Mean- 
while faculty, staff and students suffer In the 
continual traffic jam.

Usually none of tbo students 
want to "rat" on the cheating 
student, and perhaps not even 
the Instructor la aware of It. 

The line of action that a 
cheating case may take if the 
inatructor can't handle It is de- 
partment head, college dean, 
vice president of academic af- 
fairs.

A. McCain and even the courts. 

Usually, however, tf a stu- 
dent protests the university rul- 
ing in court, the court upholds 
th« uslTarBlty daeMoK ba«iuae 
this is a unlvenri^ im^tor with 
the student.

Although 
it waa overcaat tt was atlll quite 
A thrill to Me Ue tbotiMiida of 
MmmtM itretelifag out to the 
Bftltie Sea. 

Tte day of departure from 
itMkholm brottght m tood-liy 
that vaa bard to say. As the 
two hoy» and myielf left for the 
train station by boat, I looked 
back at tbe dock wbere Mr. and 
Mri. Anderuon were waTlng. 

As I returned the gesture, I 
felt Just a Uttle bit misty eyed, 
knowlag that I prokably woald 
never see them again. Abont 
half way to town, the plane I 
had ridden in the day before 
hurtled out ot tbe iky and tipped 
Its wingi from tfde-to-«lde a« a 
farewell gesture. At that point 
I felt like I was part of a movie. 

I BOARDBD tbe train bound 
for Hamburg, Germany and set- 
tled back for tbe long, overnight 
ride. I thought back on my past 
week's actlvlttei and bow I bad 
become so closely attached to 
my Swt'diBh family. I felt a 
strong desire to stay longer but 
an eren stronger desire to move 
on and buy a motor scooter. The 
urge to see "what was over the 
next bill" was upon me. 

I now WAS beglanlog a new 
form of life, so to speak — one 
of traveling daily, stnyinf:; in 
youth hostels and being com- 
pletely Independent of anything 
or anyone. For tbe first few 
duyH It was a mop' frustrating 
and lonely experience. 

I ARRIVED IN Humburg early 
In tbe morning and spent the 
day shopping for a Veapa motor 
BOOOter. I finally decided to buy 
a new one with tbe understand- 
ing with tbe dealer that I could 
sell It back to blm at the end 
of tbe summer. 

To ihell out tbe money tbe 
scooter eoat tad eondnet the deal 
with a man who spoke very lit- 
tle Bngllsh was a more than 
tmitratlng axparleaeo. 

To make matters vorie I had 
lo take another train to Augs- 
burg in the Hoiith of Germany to 
plek it up at their assembly 
plant— either that or wait four 
days for delivery. To this I 
agreed and the next day found 
me on another train bound for 
Augsburg. 

I arrived at the plant Just as 
they were closing and was told 
to come back In tbe morning to 
take care ot the insuraaeo, 
license tag, etc. nejectedly I 
lugged my suitcase to a tram 
stop, cattght tbe tram and went 
back to tbe center of towa to 
find a hotel. 

I FORCKI) MYSKlJi' to go out 
and find a place to eat alone 
but kept hoping to run Into 
someone who spoke English that 
1 could visit with. When I went 
baek to my hotel room I bogaa 
to wonder why I had ever come 
to Europe but kept telling my- 
self that things would certainly 
look up once I was on my own 
and eoald start stajrlag la the 
yoath hostels vhore I eoald moot 
people. 

The aeat day was even worse 
for I went through all the red 
tape of insurance, license tsg, 
sending my suitcase back to 
Brussels and getUag a pack to 
uke its place. Tho laablllty to 
communicate was really taktag 
its effect on me. 

AB I WENT around with ft 
man, who spoke literally not one 
word of English, 1 enjoyed the 
highlight of the day when I 
happened to tune in on his ear 
radio a station from the VM* 
Army base la llaaloh — ell la 
English. 

The rest of the red tape was 
completed late in the afternoon 
sod I finally was free. I found 
the youth hostel la Ae^arg 
with the help of a natiye aad 
that night enjoyed my first meal 
in days with the company of 
three boys from Lrteht 



Prom then on I began to appr^ 
ciate the benefits I received from 
staying in the youth hostels. 

Youth hostels sre probably 
tbe best thing that ever hap- 
pened to young student travel- 
erw In Europe. They may be any- 
thing from an old windjammer 
sailing ship to a renovated 
castle. Some are old. dirty and 
possibly even a Uttle unsanitary 
while others would rlml any col- 
lege dormitory I've ever seen in 
this eonntry. 

THE CX>HT to stay overnight 
averagw about 60 cents. They 
seem to have the atmosphere of 
a summer camp whose campers 
change dally. They usually are 
owned and operated by the 
government of the country In 
which they are located. "Their 
greatest advatage Is In enabling 
Students from all parts of the 
worl4 to meet and etehange ideas 
and eostomH. 

From Augsburg I went to 
Mnnfeh where I spent three 

gloomy, rainy days waiting for 
the sun to shine. Munich prob- 
ably best known for Its beer 
and the famous Hofbrau Haus. 
I had met two Canadians at the 
bostel and we decided to ven- 
ture Into the rain and partake 
ot a little temons Oerman brew. 

WK WALKED into the mam- 
moth drinking palace and were 
enhanced completely by the at- 
mosphere. Three-piece hands 
played Bavarian music while 
Germans and American tourlits 
together hiughed and san^- 

A half liter ot the 12 per cent 
brew cost about 14 cents and so 
was a vpry chpap way to become 
slightly inebriated If one was 
so Inclined. 

,4PTER THK THIRD day of 
rain in Munich I decided to move 
on anyway, rain or shine. I 
beaded south out of Germany 
into Austria to tbe picturesque 
Bavarian town of "Sound of 
Music" fame, Salxburg. 

Although I rode through 




to hostel on my own. rather 
than on a train where the 
eonntrarsfde Just went by and 
not really be able to absorb it. 
1 felt like I knew every bump 
of the way between places. 

I arrived In Salzburg around 
noon and found my way to tbe 
hostel. I met aa American from 
Florida' who turned out to be 
my traveling companion for the 
next week, through Austria to 
Vienna, across Yugoslavia and 
into Italy to Yealee. 

We spent the afternoon sitting 
around the hostel hoping the 
rain wonid let np, bat not really 
caring if it didn't. The rhythm 
of the rain on the roof combined 
with the rhythm of an English 
student strumming his guitar 
seemed to be abont the most re- 
laxing thing in the world, 

A DAY WALKING the streeU 
of Salzburg and then oa to 
Vienna and the "Blue" Danube, 
which is, incldentially. Just as 
muddy as tho Kaw. Two aad a 



half hours after arriving in the 
city, Chris, my friend from 
Florida, and I finally found onr 
way to the youth hostel. We 
were both tired, so we just ate 
dinner and went to bed with 
hopes for a elMr tomorrow. 

As it turned out all the rain 
I had in Uunlch and Salzburg 
was Just a preview of what was 
to come In Vienna. It rained 
hard and solid for three days al- 
most without a bint of relief. 
We spent the first day walking 
through tbe rain looking for, of 
all things, a pair of Levi's. (I 
advise all i^rsons planning to 
travel la Xarope to purchase 
such things prior to departure.) 

We took shelter from the rain 
under a bridge ipanalag the 
Danube canal and ate a grocery 
store lunch of bread, ham,, r 
cheese, bananas, peers and mllk.''*^' 
ell for about 35 cents. That type 
of lunch came to be <»mmoB-

WITH THK KAIN beating 
down, stinging my nose and 
cheeks, I began to realize what 
a fabulous adventure I was un- 
dertaking and the funny feeling 
of being miHcrahly wet and cold 
and happy and excited at the 
same tim*.

TRYING TO FIND the en- 
trance to the tower ot the St. 
Stepheni Cmtliedral, we ha|»- 
pened to get mixed up with a 
crowd of Germans who were on 
a tonr of Uie cataeonba. Betore 
we faallaed wbat was happening, 
and that the tour was not even 
being conducted in English, we 
were locked down In the cata- 
combs. We took off by ouraelves 
to see as much as we could and 
then returned to the place where 
we had eatarad. 

We began writing post cards 
when all of a sudden I noticed 
It was Terr Qntet. I mentioned 
this to Chris and we both made 
a mad dash for the only other 
way we had seen to get out — a 
graUnx oikenUig into the ontatde. 

We arrhred Jnat as the gnide 
was locking the grating. He let 
us out but demanded six schil- 
linse for the tour. We looked 
at each other blankly and gave 
him our money. We thought that 
was better than spending the 
night in the catacombs, although 
tre both agreed we bad been 
taken. 

TBB TtUXD morning In 
Vienna I awoke, and It was ■till 

raining, but I decided I could 
waate no more time waiting on 
ntoe waaUier. Ohria and I peeked 

up and moved southward 
through Graz. Austria, across 
the northern part of Yugoslavia 
and into Italy, atoj^ping for a 
day in THMta. 

Although Trleete Is not really 
much of a tonrlst town the 
weather had tamed nice and we 

decided to stay and relax a 
while. The h<»atel was situated 
ahovt 10 feet from the shore of 
the Adriatic Sea and we could 
not reaist the temptation to lie 
on the beach in the sun. After 
getting used to saying "Graiia" 
Instrad of "Danke" for thank 
you, I found myself enjoying 
Italy much more than I had ex- 
pected to from what I had 
heard.

MeNamara said 4,358 jobs, 
half of them ciTillan. would be 
eliminated by the new cutbacks.

nM«n a ehemtst at a large firm 
tn California and got tired of be- 
ing juat a "number." He went 
to Fkrto to alsdy and after a 
year set oat on a walk from 
Paris to Rome, trying to retrace 
tlie steps of another man who 
bad done It in tbe ICtb century. 

When he reached Mllano, 
Italy, his arch gave out and he 
bad to resort to bltcbbiklng. A 
very IntolHgent and well read 
man, he was most interesting to 
talk to. Hla ambition was that 
o( being a writer. Just another 
guy, but be made a great Im- 
pression. 

The ride to Rome was hot, 
dusty and dirty. We traveled 
thronth monntalBi that re- 
minded me of New Mexico. I ar- 
rived In the enchanting city in 
the afternoon and spent nearly 
two boon trying to find a place 
JfTe stay. 

I bad decided to stay in a 
cheap hotel, because I bad heard 
many nndenrtrable things about 
tbe boatel In Rome. I tlnaUy 
found a place that tamed oat to 
be almost like a miniature hostel 
In that It was full of Amerlean 
and Canadiaa atndanta. 

THAT FIRST NIGHT I went 
up to the eoloaseum and felt tbe 
eaduiBttaff atnuw^ere that w§m 
Qullke any other city 1 had ever 
been In. To sit and look at the 
Roman Forum and realise all the 
history that had transpired 
A«re eontwrlsa ago wm a moat 
unique feeling. In the day time 
tbe business of the city seemed 
to take away that enchanting air 
and replace it with that of the 
capiUl of a rapidly moving tOth 
Century country. 

▲ highlight of my stay In 
Rome eamv whan I dtasnvarai 
an A ft W restaurant. I promptly 
went in and ordered two "Papa 
bnrgeri" and a root beer. It 
wasn't until then that I realised 
how 1 had mlaaed good ol' Ameri- 
can food. I towed that off with 
a baaaaa ii^ll. It cost more than 
my hndget iMsfwed, h«fr I 
elded that I needed a splnr^e. 

ALTHOITGH ROME had a 
r eat deal to see. It seemed too 
'^Knrlsty and commercial for my 
own plMsnre so f left after 
three days and traveled along the 
Italian Rlveria, anticipating the 
INrlii Alpa. 

As I passed through Pisa and 
continued northward I was 
amazed at the higher standard 
of living In Northern Italy. The 
modem by-paaa and etpresiwaar 
system in Oenoa rivaled that of 
any American city I've ever seen. 
The fertile farm land of the Po 
Valley north of Oenoa turned my 
thoughts again to Kansas. 

I continued northward 
through MUmio and Como, Italy, 
aeroas the border and Into tA- 
gano, Switserland. I was im- 
pressed immediately with the ex- 
treme friendliness of the people 
and tbe high standard of living. 
A much higher percentage of the 
people spoke English whleh of 
course m ade m e happy. 

FROM THB beginnlag of my 
plans to tour Europe on a motor 
scooter, I pictured myself riding 
over a pass In the Alps. This 
part of my dream was about to 
come true and I was In no way 
let down. From LuRsno I 
. started climbing rapidly up and 
^;er the 8t. Ootthard Pass. 

The countryside was so green, 
tbe air so fresh and clean, the 
scenery so fantastically beauti- 
ful that my heart smmed to 
bunt with delight. Around 
every turn In the road was a 
beautiful panorama capable of 
excitement la Itself, hut the over- 
all effect was Utwsllr breath- 
taking. 

MY FIRST NIGHT in Swltzer- 
land was spent in Lucerne, tbe 
watch capital of the world. I 
spent the greater part of the day 
Just walking through the streeU 
and eniivlag the monntoln 
atmosphere. 1 fixed another 
grocery store, bought lunch and 
ate It on a park bench on the 
shore of Lake Lucerne. I felt 
I could have sat there foreter 
just looking across the water 
and up at tbe mountains. Lato 
the afternoon I moved on to 
iurlch. 

Tbe countryside north of 



but gently rolling fkrm land. 
The remarkably rich green hills 
and valleys reminded me of a 
plush country club golf courae 
on a mwA Iwgsr aeale. 

I SPENT the greater part of 
a week touring back and forth 
through tbe country, never stay- 
ing more than one night at any 
one plaee until I reached 2er- 
matt — at the base of the Matter- 
horn. This is covering a country 
rather thoroughly, relative to 
the other countries, bemuse 
Switserland Is one one-fifth tbe 
aise of Kansas. 

The village of Zertnatt is ac- 
eeeslble only by train, and one 
must leave their motor scooter 
or car at St. Niklaus. As I rode 
the train up tbe valley toward 
Z^rmatt, and observed all the 
Swiss and German mountaineers 
and their gear, I was filled with 
great anxiety at tbe thought of 
seeing the Matterhoni, a moun- 
tain that always bad hMn sort 
of a legend to me. 

I HAD RXPBCTBD It to domi- 
nate the borteon around .Uie vil- 
lage and cast a huge shadow 
over It. I was somewhat disap- 
pointed when I got oft tbe train 
aftd didn't even see it. I walked 
through the vlllaga «p the main, 
and lust about only, street. I 
was nearlng the end. In search 
of the youth hoatol when I 
glaneed to my right over a build- 
ing — aad there ma the Matter- 
bom. 

At onee I could understand 

why BO many people want to 
climb It, for it Just seems to say, 
"come and get me." I stood 
there a few minutes and, filled 
with exettoment. gaaed at It. I 
even felt that hair-raising tingle 
up and down my spine as I 
wnlsfcid a eUmd roU past and 
hide its peak (ran «law. 

I hurried to eheefc Into tbe 
hostel and started talking to 
people about some of the cllmb- 
tsm trtila artHimd Oe village. I 
had no idea that I would at- 
tempt to climb even part way 
up tbe moan tain. 

THB VMXX morning I peeked 
a lunch of bread, coke and 
chocolate bars and started out, 
not really knowing where I was 
going. Paths were quite num- 
erous around the base of the 
'Hat' and I took the one that 
looked the most exciting. About 
noon I reached the point where 
the highest cable Mr stopped. 

I kidded some friends about 
riding up instead of walking. 
Imt I began to wonder If maybe 
they weren't smarter, I plan- 
ned to stop there as I sat down

and had my lunch, but after 
eating I felt better and couldn't 
resist that come-and-get-me 16oh 
of the 'Mat.' 

After my lunch I continued 
my trudge up the mountain. 
The reward I bad tor my hard 
physli^l work was the breath- 
taking view of the mountain 
sheep, the glaciers and the vil- 
lage of Zermatt tn the valley tai 
beiow. As a light rain began to 
tall I aslied myself why 1 was 
climbing when I wan getting so 
exhausted, but at the same time 
I couldn't turn back until 1 
got over tbe "next ridge." 

ABOUT 4 P.M. I finally 
reached 'my' summit, the hut 
where the real climbers stay 
the night before they tackle the 
actual anmmlt. I Mt aa though 
1 really had accomplished some- 
thing as I stopped to talk with 
a man from Japan, who said be 
had climbed monntolns In tbe 
Himalayaa the winter before. 

I looked up at the 'Mat' that 
still was unconquered and then 
down to see hew much I had 
climbed. I felt good. I had done 
more than I bad set out to do. 

1 started tbe long walk down 
that seemed even longer than tbe 
ascent, etpeelally In the shoes 
with quarter Inch soles I waa 
wearing. I arrived at tbe hostel 
Just In time for dinner, wrote 
some postcards and let my 
weary body collapse Into bed. 

The next day I left the Matter- 
horn, Zermatt, St. Niklaus and 
Switserland and headed into 
France. High wind and rain 
forced me to stop at one point 
during the day, for l could not 
even see the road in front of 
me. 

UNOOMFORTABItB though 

they were, the adverse weather 
conditions excited me to the 
point where I was actually en- 
joying them. I traveled west- 
ward out of Switserland and 
north into France where I was 
met by more cold and drissly 
weather, along with a much 
colder attitude of the people. 
I stayed that night In tbe ob- 
scure town of Dole. I was cold 
and tired and cared about little 
else than going to bed. 

Tbe next day was filled with 
touches of American reality and 
In turn a much deeper desire to 
HCf as much of Europe as possi- 
ble in my remaining time. 1 
traveled to Orleans, about 80 
kilometers south of Paris. I 
met a girl I knew who was 
working at the sHrvice club at 
the U.S. Army post there. 

I spent the evening talking 
with Americans and listening to 
American music on an American 
stereo. It really was great to 
t'lijoy these "luxurieH" that are 
taken so much for granted at 
home. 

THK SKXT mornlnK I awoke 
to the smell of tried bacon and 
scrambled eggs — something yon 
don't have for breakfast every 
morning in Europe. 1 moved to 
Paris, another place that seeme'I 
sort of like a dream world be- 
cause I had besrd about It so 
much all my life. I felt my 
greatest accomplishment of the 
day when I finally learned how 
to pronounce Champs Elysees, 
the name of one of the most

H(» MANY famous landmarks 
were present in Paris: The Eiffel 
Tower, the Arc de Trumph. 
the Notre Dame Cathedral, and 
they all seemed to bold a kind 
of a magic when first seeing 
them. A walk along the Seine 
was an adventure in the ari of 
observing people. An old man 
leaning against a llghtpost sip- 
ping from a Jug of wine, tni 
artist putting his Impressions ot 
tbe Notre Dame Cathedral onto 
canvas, buyers bargaining with 
merchants about the price of a 
cheap print of some Parisian 
artist — all created a certoln 
fascination. 

1 thought of a song about the 
Seine and wished I could re- 
member the words. I thought 
of Ernest Hemingway and- the 
way be could describe so beautl- 
tutty what I waa eaetog and 
ferilng. 

I began to realize the short 
ttaae I had left In Europe and 
to wwvy about how I was aaiug 
to adl my scooter. I decided to 
leave but could not find my 
way out ot town so I decided 
to stop at another youth hostel 
and ask directions. There I met 
a boy from Scotland, we started 
talking and the next thing I 
knew I was planning to stay In 
Paris another day or two. 

TWO DAkK later I tried to 
leave again but ran Into a 
friend at tbe American Express 
office. And once again I stayed 
In Paris another two days. 
There were many things to see, 
but I think the people were 
most interesting and kept me 
from leaving the city. I wished 
I bad had the time to get a Job 
selling the New York Times 
on the Htreft corners. I could 
think of no more Interesting 
job to have tn Paris. 

I had three days to sell my 
scooter and return to Brussels 
for the flight back to the states. 

1 decided tu ko to Hrussels with 
hopes of selling it there, and 
then hlteh-blke to Amsterdam 
and buck In the last two days. 

IS UUl'HKKiM I was told I 
would be better oft to go back 
to Germany to try to sell It. 
Disgusted as 1 was, 1 had no 
choice. I traveled aeroHH Bel- 
gium to Cologne, Germany. No 
one there offered me what I 
considered a decent price I then 
decided to go clear buck to Ham- 
burg where I bought It in the 
first place. As I thought about 
being tn the home stretch of 
my travt'lH and leiivinf; Kurupe 
with so many things unseen and 
undone, I felt a bit nostalgic. 

I traveled hard and fast Uf) 
the German Autobahn (similar 
to our turnpike) averaging over 
TTj kilometers per hour. I ar- 
rived in Hanover about H p.m. 
and decided to stey and go the 
rest of the way to Hamburg the 
next day. 

As I sat around the hoHtt-l nut] 
talked to people 1 found that 
most of them also were nearlng 
the ffid of their trips They all 
felt somewhat saddened at the 
thought of leaving Europe and 
at the same time anxious to re- 
turn home. 

THK NBXT day I went the 
rest ot the way to Hamburg, 
found the dealer I had bought 
my eeooter frwn. and made the 



transaction. As I walked away 
from the store I felt like I had ' 
just said good- by to a good 
friend for the last time, for In 
the past six weeka my aeooter 
definitely had beoone a 
"friend." 

I went to the train station and 
bought a ticket back for Brus- 
sels for the next day. The re- 
mainder of tbe day I walked 
around looking In the shop 
windows, A light rata atarted 
to fall, and the gentle breeze 
and coloring leaves made me 
<teel like a small, pre-school 
child downtown with bis mother 
on an autumn afternoon. 

I r.AI'GHT a tram and rode 
out to the youth hostel. 1 aUrted 
talhing to B man who was a taxi 
driver and taking the tram home 
from work. He told me about 
bis garden and how he liked the 
simple lite. He bad been In the 
German army during the war 
but seemed to have a high re- 
gard tor America. I wondered 
it I ever would he riding la a 
tram sometime to the future 
and talk to a Viet COBg abottt 
bis garden. 

The next day was spent com« 
ptetety alone on the train, I 
bad plenty of time to think, to 
reminisce, to look forward to 
and back at thlnga and evente, 
which Is the w^ It aaeaMd It 
should be. 

I thought of how much I bad 
learned, of the people I had 
met and grown close to, only to 
tell them good-by forever. I 
thought how most Europeans 
wonld do almost anythiag to 
help a tourist and wondered how 
a European traveler would be 
treated In America, I thought 
back on the times when I had 
felt so Indebted to people and 

the fnjKtrHtliiK feeling that fol- 
lowed when I was unable to 
convey my thankfulness other 

than saying, "Danke." 

AH THK train drew nearer to 
Brussels I began to grow excited 
at the thought ot seeing all the 
student ambassadors once again, 
1 arrived late In the afternoon 
and went to the hotel where we 
were to meet. 

A reunion-like atmosphere 
prevailed. Everyone was full of 
stories about their summer ad- 
ventures. It was evident there 
was a bit of fiction thrown into 
many of the stories but no one 
really seemed to care. European 
travels were over and the 
thought of returning home was 
foremost in the minds of every- 
one, 

A day In Brussels consisted of 
seminars where we discussed, 

criticized and praised the pro- 
gram. Last minute details were 
taken eare of before our re- 
turn flight to New York. 

AH OUR Jet skimmed off tbe 
ground at Bntaselt Interaattonal 
Airport, I wondered If and when 
I would return to Europe to see 
many of the places I hadn't time 
for. At the same time I felt 
grateful for the opportunity to 
see what I had seen 

It seemed hard to believe that 
In seven hours we would be 
home. As we began to descend 
to make our landing someone 
started singing, — "This land is 
your land, this land la my land.
